In the Winter the frost penctrates oi ex- 
posed places tatho depth of fromtwo to 
threo fect, that is where the grouni is lightly 
covered with snow. Whiere it is covered 
with snow, it ia seldom frozen deeper t 
cighteen inches. Vegetation boyins and 
progresses betore the frost is all out of the 
yround; sowing is generally commenced 
when it is thawed to the deptl of six iaches, 
at which time tho surtace ia perfectly dry. 
It isa fact that this frost helps the growth 
of crops; owing to the heat of the sun by 
lay caning a continual evaporation from 
tho underlying strata of frost.

TRAIN SCIENCE. 


How a Vast Business is Dono on a Singlo 
Track—Tho Train Dospatehor Watch- 
ing tho Wholo Road Day and Night. 


“No, sir,” said a well-known railroad r 
of this city recently, ‘it would be utterly 
impossible to conduct the railroad traffic of 
to-day without the telegraph. Unaided, our 
roads could not doa hundredth part of the 
business they now do; and that is about 
equal to saying that without the telegraph 
railway transit it would bo fifty times as ex- 
ponsivo as itis to-day,” Although tho rail- 
road ante-dated tho telegraph, yet its work- 
ings up to tho introduction of the latter 
wero exceedingly restricted. When inyen 
tive man had gotten the railroad into fair 


shape, he had acquired a highway which was 
too fast for him. All he could do was to 
start the big horse at ono end 


and let him go. If the horse had to meet 
other horses, hie took his chances of a smath 
up, oF olse progressed very slowly. Then 
it was that Mr. Morse harnessed up electri- 
city to ran ahead on a Wire and pilot the 
horse, and ever since clecfricity has beon 
largely engaged in this kind of work. No 
railroad of any longth can exist without o 
telegraph. 
What an exceedingly nice and accurate 
task it is to hurry fifty trains over a road 
with fifty more to ae pect To porary 
i able of a road_forcxeny—train-and 
See ae oe ere thing teiiavatllata: 
ire; yet tho whole schedule may be, and 
constantly is, upsot, and then must be im- 
mediately readjusted, 
But while we sleep or thoughtlessly pass 
the hours of travel away, thore is a man far 
away who is watching us, and watching 
every other train too, upon the road. He 
knows jast where we are, and can put his 
finger upon us at each and covery minute of 
the day or night. Ifour train gets into any 
trouble which causes more than a few min- 
utes’ delay, he will be informed of the fact 
and take charge of us by wire, and also take 
charge of all other trains which can pos: 
bly approach us either way. Tho man is 
cus the train despatcher, and he has his 
office generally at that point of the line 
where the main offices of thé foad are. Up- 
on him far more than any conductor or en- 
gineer may depend the safety of the t-avel 
ler A few careless ticks with his right 
hand at a critical moment may cause a fear- 
ful collision. rery station agent or oper- 
ator is his agent to inform him of the time 
of the passage ofevery train. Even if one 
or more trains are behind time, he knows 
just the time at which they cach left their 
last station, and consequently at what time 
they ought to arrive at their next. Every 
item of such telegraph information received 
from off the road is, of course, filled for re- 
ference, As long as cyery train is up to 
time, or to within a certain agreed-upon 
limit, the train despatcher has cal paiashine 
labor to perform. But suddenly, while in 
this state of listless waiting, word comes 
from Station 23 of a delay or a small acci- 
dent there. Now is the time for the train 
despatcher to open his woather eye. He 
scans the road to sce what trains are near 
Station 23. If there are any such they 
must at once be ‘given orders,” so that 
re may ayoid all danger, and yet loze as 
little time as possible. If the accident is one 
which it will take several hours to repair, 
then, of course, a greater number of trains 
will have to be attended to. ‘The d spatcher 
must know where all switches are and their 
capacity, 

‘The work is not very difficult when there 
is trouble at only one point. Suppose there 
ia trouble at two or three points, so that in 
a few hours evety train each Way is thrown 
out of time, then it is that clearheadedness 
comes into prominence. He has every tr 
“under orders,” and he is in communication 
continually with nearly every conductor or 
station operator on the road. He must still 
make the best disposition possible of all the 
track that 1a open,moye along all trains that 
can be moyed, ‘The reader can well under- 
stand that the ‘situation may become ox- 
tremely complicated. vertheless, the 
skilful train despatcher will bring every- 
thing out all right, barring, of course, some 
delay 6 passengers und merchandise. Mr. 
Warder Cummings, tow Division Superin- 
tendent of the Missouri Pacific, boasts that 
years ago, wher he was train despatcher on 
the line between Pittsburg and Crestline, 
O., he once had seventy trains on thor 
(thirty-five each way), and each and every 
train out of time, yet he brought them all 
through slick and sound. and without un- 
necessary delay,” “hero are, Of course, 
many otlitrs of the profession who have had 
similar expe 

When station operators lose their conn 
tion with the main office they at once notify 
all trains on their division of the fact, and 
© onductors and engineers have to nse great 
caution and run very slowly, ‘The passen- 
ger never allows himself to think of such 9 
cause as this when -hefinds the train creop- 
ing along. He don’t know that his train is 
perhaps ranning haphazard, and focling for 
a train known tobe approaching fron the 
opposite direction, 

It is commonly supposed that special 
trains have the right of way over nearly all 
others, but this in very rarely the On 
great occasions a special time tablo ia pre« 
pared for the extra train,and then the others 
give way to-it, For instance oncea year 
the directors of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
come West over all their ieee to Chicago 
and St, Louis. Months beforehand a special 
time table is made out for them, If, how- 
ever, atany time they fall behind in the 
time of their own special schedule, they at 
once pass into the hands of the train des 
patchor, the same os any other train.

What we should 
thus gain in the way of a little commercial 
saving would be more than overbalanced 
by a loss of sentiment which is not to be 
measured in dollars and cents. By all 
means let the egg be letalone, Its mystery 
is one of the few things that we can better 
afford to keep for its own sake than to sac- 
rifice for the flippant uses of science that 
has already upset enough of our supersti- 
tions. That Chicago factory should be 
adapted as annisance. The country is not 
yet prepared for imperishable eggs; and 
certainly in Chicago, of all other localities 
on earth, the addled article ought not to be 
subtracted from the few remaining appli- 
ances of civilization. he press of that 
wicked and headstrong city, we regret to 
observe, remains silent upon the subject.

ASimple Antomatic Railway Signal. 


The New York and New England Rail- 
road Company are testing a system of clec- 
tric block signals which seems to possess 
rare merit on the score of simplicity and di- 
rectness of operation. It was invented by 
Mr, Charles J, Means. Its distinguishing 
feature is that the danger signal ia. set me- 
chanically by the passage of a train and 
locked by a latch lever bearing the armature 
of an clectric-magnet whichis charged by 
the passage of the train overa track circuit- 
closer at a suitable distance beyond, say,one 
mile, whereupon the safety sigual is dis- 
layed. 

nt this way the entrance of a train upona 
block automatically sbts the danger signal, 
which remains exposed until the train leaves 
the block, Any breaking of the conducting 
wires or failure of the battery causes a con- 
tinual display of the danger signal until the 
faultis corrected. As the disks turn to the 
danger position they close a circnit which 
causes an alarm bell toring at the nearest 
etation, thus warning the agent and provin, 
the signal to be in working order, Special 
signals are provided for switches and for 
street crossings at grado,

NATURE'S LAWS. 


New Ideas Concerning Them 


| Medical Lecture Delivered by Dr. D. 
|W. Fairchild, of New York, in 
Hope Hall, Liverpool, Eng. 


— 
You have not been invited hero for the 
purpose of being treated to an intellectual 
repast, Neithor is it my object to utter an 
unkind word whore it is not deserved, or tu 
wander into any extravagant statoments not 
susceptible of proof. If I know my own 
heart I am bere to tell you, in_as plain and 
simple & manner as I am capable, a series of 
facta full of wonder and astonishment, and 
to endeavor to make you better acquainted 
with yourself ; and Also to the 
direct cause of nearly all the 3 man 
is heir to, and Low simple aud 
a modo there is for you not only to pre 
but to cure the same. The question Will be 
treated seriously and fairly, aw it deserves 
And nght here I will take the occasion to 
say that no man has a higher regard or 
more thorough veneration for 
THE CONSCIENTIOUS FAMILY PHYSICIAN 
than I. Such a man is entirely void of self- 
ishness and projudice. He is a constant 
student. He keops pace with every fresh 
thought ialvanced's puts it into practice 
most willingly as an auxiliary to anything 
that proves itself better than he has yet 
known, At least he never condemus short 
of a thorough investigation. Such men are 
somotiines found ; they deserve the confi- 
dence, love and respect of all who know 
them. Sacha man will tell you that the 
best of them are groping aboat in the dark 
—that it is one continuous round of experi- 
ment. The principle of antidotes has proved 
unsatisfactory — yea, a failure. A. . 
Stevens, M. b, “The older physi- 
cians grow, the more akeptical they become 
in the virtue of their own medicines.” Pro- 
fessor Willard Parker saya: “Of all 
sciences, medicine is most uncertain.” Pro- 
feasor E, H. Davis : 
‘(THR VITAL EFFECTS OF MEDICINE 
le understood.” J, Mason Good, M. 
D. ‘ The acience of medicine is a barbar- 
ous jargon.” Dr. Bostwick, author of 
““ Hiatory of medicine’: ‘Every dose of 
medicine is a blind experiment.” Professor 
Kvans, M, D,: ‘The medical practice of 
the present day is neither philosopy vor 
common sense.” Prof, Gregory: ‘‘ Gentle- 
men, ninety-nine medical facts are medical 
hes.” Dr. MeLintock: ‘* Mercury has 
made more cripples than all wars coi- 
bined.” And he should bave added that 
the present abuse of soda of potassi in its 
presont various forms is destroying myriads 
of stomachs beyond redemption. Sir Astley 
Cooper says: |‘ The science of medicine 18 
founded on conjecture and improved by! 
murder,” Oliver Wendell Holmes said be- 
fore a medicil class in the year 1861; ‘* The 
disyrace of medicine has been that collossal 
system of self-deception, in obedience to{ 
which mines have been emptied of the can- 
kering minerals, the vegetable kingdom rob- 
bed of all its growth, the entrails of animals 
taxed for their impurities, the poison ba; 
of reptiles drained of their venom, and all | 
the conceivable abominations thus obtained 
thrust down the throats of human beings 
suffering from some fault of organization, 
nourishment or vital stimulation.” 
Thus I might enlarge to the extent of vol- 
umes in quoting the long list of physicians” 
atrictures on themselyes, in which they tell 
you that medical science, thus far, is not 
only not beneficial, but absolutely injurious 
and killing in its effects, Notwithstanding 
all this, custom and early education ever 
hold a wonderful power over us, and it mat- 
ters not how unreasonable and absurd any 
teachings and customs or habits may seem 
to us, and how plainly it may have been 
proved to us that thoy are injurious and 
fallacious. Yet it would seem taat nothing 
short of long years of bitter experience, or 
some sudden mighty power, will ever 
change the course of most of us from im- 
pressions made through early education and 
example. Yes, we are slaves to habit, cus- 
tom nd fashion. There is usually a won- 
derful lack of individuality. For example : 
we are used to our doctor ; we see him 
daily ; we rely upon him ; take his medi- 
isons and otherwise ; pay his bills ; 
y grow worse ; do no thinking or 
acting Jor ourselves ; finally die, and the 
friends charge it to a dispensation of provi- 
dence, Less than thirty-five years ago mil- 
lions up to that period had gone down to 
their graves begging for one swallow of cold 
water, Mothers, sisters, brothers and fond 
lovers had, each iu turn, withheld from the 
dear one this precious and most natural 
antidote. This, too, when it was apparent 
that life could hold on but a few short hours 
at most. Doctors said in those days : 
COLD WATER 13 DEATH. 
Give them calomel and a spoonful of warm 
water instead. ‘Those loving friends were 
made the willing instruments through early 
education to obey literally the doctor's com 
mand, Not only was the fever patient do- 
nied water, but was drugged, physicked, 
bled and starved uatil all reactive power 
was lost, and he gave up the ghost to the 
treatment instead of the disease, 
I doubt not there are numbers here to- 
night who know this statement to be true, 
But to-day the patient gets ice-water in 
superabundance. And why this radical 
change of antidotes? If fire was once the 
antidote of fire, why should water now be 
the antidote of fever fire? Smply for the 
reason that nature always revolta against 
any syatem that lacks a sapply of nature's 
natural wants, or is cruel to iteelf, In 
every neighborhood, more or leas, there 
were found persons of strony will.power that 
decided they would not dic unui they had | 
satintiod that inteuse thirst, and allayed the 
fire that was burning them up, Many ir 
teresting exporieaces have been told of what 
these creatures in torment passed through 
| to get water, My own nnolesfior one, lay, 
| 98 Was su yposed, at the point of death, A 
trusty ol< «1 man, his Watcbinan, was 
allod to his bed about midnight, Speaking 
awhiepor, he said: ‘Abe, I 
ask of last request ;

But little change of advancoment in the 
old practice has been shown during the last 
two hundred years in the treatment of all 
these diseases, which aro, with tho rarost 
exceptions, the outgrowth of a diseased 
stomach and a torpid liver, the lattor being 
a consequen © first. Yet thoy are all 
treated specially, as if they were distinct 
diseases, proceeding from other causes than 
thore T have just named, These are 
ally tr with some of the following so. 
called medicines : First, mercury or calo- 
mell a deadly and insidious poison, which 
has tilled the world with haman wrecks ; 
once taken into the aystem it never ceases 
to rack and poison the sufferer antil death 
stops in to relieve him. Arsenic, a deadly 
mineral poison, but often used. Strych- 
nine—one sixth of a grain will kill a dog in 
half a minute, and one grain WILL INSTANT- 
| LY, DESTROY HUMAN LIFE, 

Think of administering such a medicine 
as that for fever and ague and biliousnoss, 
Itis done daily, however. Bisrouth—the 
corrosive metal poison—is besoming a fa- 
vorite for the treatment of disease. It de 
posits itself in the bones as ead does, and 
entails permanent symptoms of poisoning 
Quinino—this drug is much relied upon by 
the profession. But we deny that it has 
curative power, It excites the vital forces 
to temporary activity. It helps to resist 
the shock of disease for the time being. It 
helps the patient over a bad spot, Bat it 
will not eradicate poison. 

The curse of quinine is, as you all know, 
that ita continual use establishes an abnor- 
mal condition of the liver, kidoeys and 
stomach, tending to congestion, irritation, 

engorgement and final positive 

t. Who that has ever used this 
drug freely did not find an increased quan- 
titv needed for each succeeding day? Asa 
consequence deafoess and want of memory 
are fastened in the system with feelings of 
horror and wrechediness but little 
short of misery personified. Such 
precnce is discreditable to the medical 
‘aculty. The theory of poison to cure a 
poison is fallacious, and cannot be borne out 
in any illustration of nature, As well might 
we say benzine is an antidote for fire ; or 
another bite of the dog (not the hair—there 
is quite a difference between the two) will 
cure hydrophobia ; also that green apples 
are good for the stomach-ache, ete. 

Doctora disagree,—If we examine further 
the recorded opinions of physicians,eminent 
in their profession, we will often find one 
claiming that the very remedies used by 
others as specifics are the causes of the dis- 
easea they are employed to cure. Thus Dr. 
Stahl attributes the frequency of consump- 
tion to the introduction of Peruvian fared 
while Dr. Morton considers the bark an ef 
fectnal cure for the disease. Dr. Reed 
ascribes the frequency of this disease to the 
use of mercury, while Dr. Brillonett asserts 
that it is only curable by mercury. Dr. 
Rush says consumption is an inflammatory 
disease, and should be treated by bleeding, 
purging, cooling medicines and starvation, 
while Salvadore says it is a disease of de- 
bility, and should be treated by tonics, 
stimulating medicines, and a generous diet. 
Galen recommends vinegar as the best pre- 
ventative to consumption; Dissault and 
others assert that this disease is often 
brought on by a common practice of young 
people taking vinegar to prevent obesity. 
Dr. Beddoes recommends foxglove as a 
specifice in consumption, while Dr. Pan 
found foxglove more injurious in the prac- 
tice than beneficial. In the face of such 
contradictory statements, is it not time to 
think and act for yourself 2 And this, my 
hearers, bring us to the vital question ; 
What is it that causes most of the suffering 
and disease found at any time in the human 
system? And why is it that most of the 
meicines given as a cure give anything but 
satisfaction to the patient? As before 
stated, most oscar treat every ill or 
pain sa ly, while they are only each a 
part of the great whole, proceeding from or 
growing out of a fandamental cause. First, 
the stomach; second, the liver.

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THE TRACK OF A CYCLONE. 


Terriblo Dovastation in Michigan, Towa, 
and Kansas—A Number of 
People Lose thoir Lives.

John McKenzie, living in the township of 
Johnstown, Barry county, Mich., furnishes 
the following concerning the terrific cyclone 
that happened in that township at about 
6,30 o'clock on Thursday evening. The first 
indications of tho coming storm were the 
dark clouds, which became densor and dark- 
eruntil the winil began te blow. Tho fier- 
cost part of the storm lasted buta very fow 
minutes, but was terrible beyond descrip: 
tion. Mr, McKonzie’s house, which is a 
log one, was unroofed, and the two upper 
logs all around were blown off. The roof 
was carried somo sixty rods, and deposited 
in the troe-tops of a small wood back of 
the house, His barn was also lifted off tho 
foundation some three fect. ‘The orchard, 
consisting of upwarils of 100 trees, was up- 
rooted, leaving but a very few in a position 
to be replanted or straightened. Mr, Me- 
Kenzie had a small flock of sheep in the field 
which he has as yet been unable to find.

cyclone was near Hickory Corners, in Barry 
township, Barry Cae It blew Marshal 
Bellinger’s house tlown level with the ground 
and unroofed his barn. A little furthor east 
it unroofed a Mr, Roraback’s house. Mr. 
McKenzie was told that the house was com- 

letely overturned, injuring Mrs. Roraback, 
But how seriously he had not ascertained, 
The direction of the storm was from west to 
east, and everything in the way, trees and 
fences that camo in its track, was demolish- 
ed. ‘The width of its greatest damage was 
between forty and fifty rods, Inside of this 
expanse it Cleared everything, and left its 
course as decidedly marked as would a reap- 
er with his cradle through a field of grain. 
Ontside of this clear cut the damage was less 
and gradually tapered off on either side,and 
a quarter ofa mile each way from it nothing 
unusual was noticed, The cyclone was wit- 
nessed in Bedford, where 1t attracted espe- 
cial observation from a few beholders by its 
extraordinary appearance.

cups through connecting rubber tubes, this 
affords ample time for feeding and watering, 
not only improving the condition’*of tho 
stock for human food but saving the shipper 
a large amonnt now lost in the weight by 
shrinkage. ‘The saving in thia way will 
funount to several million of dollara annual- 
ly, in the United Statesalone. This system 
of cattle reatauration, by the use of an im- 
rovement recently added to it by Mr.

And go, all over the country, on 
the large scale and on the small, the axe is 
laid at the roots of the trees,and our forests 
are disappearing. It is estimated that 5,-| 
000,000 acres of forest land are cleared 

every year, and that in tho ton years previ- 

ous to 1876, 12,000,000 acres were burned 

over simply to clear the land. 

So rapid was the destrnction of our forests 
even in the carly days of our history, that 
in one place aud another alarm was felt,and 
measures were taken for their preservation. 

In the town of Hampton, New Hampshire, 
for instance, we find, as early as,1639, this | 
record: '*Wood-wards chosen, and no man} 
to fell wood (except on his own lot) without 
assignment ot themortwo of them.” Other 
regulations were also made for cutting and 
using wood. And here it maybe remarked 
that this word weod-;card—the warden aor 
guard of the wood—from which comes our 
common surname Woodward, speaka em- 

hatically of the importance which the ear- 
ly settlers had been accustomed’ to ate at- 
tached to the forest in the mother country, 
and which prepared them to exercise somo 
care in the protection of these they found 
here. In the same town of Hanjpton, in 1070, 
there was complaint of great abuse in spoil 
ing the town’s timber,’ the wood-ward's 
power having ooased a few years before. So 
in the town of Yarmouth, in 1698, it was 
for bidden to cut timber to sell. Daxbury 
also, at an early day, mado an order against 
carrying timber away from the town, Says 
a writer in the North American Review : 
here was so much alarm in’ Plymouth 
Colony on account of scarcity of some kinds 
of timber that within half a century after 
landing certain kinds of lumber were nat & 
lowed to be exported excapt conditionally.”

Borrowed Jewels. 


A writer in All the Year Round says: Tur- 
kish ladies are at least as extravagant as 
their European sisters, and even more 
thoughtless than the most of them. In these 
times of the decadence the majority haye 
parted with their gems and finery, and when 
a marriage takes place, a feast, or what not, 
they hire valuables for the ceremony at mon- 
strous interest. Some twelve months since 
the system, and the abuses it necessarily 
carries, were displayed in a famous case, 
Hairie Hanoum, wife of Mizhet Effendi, ex- 
defterdar of the villayet of Broussa, was 
charged with obtaining money and jewels 
under false pretences. Occupying a good 
house, where she dispensed a princely hos- 
pitality, she made it a business to hire valu- 
ables from the female dealers, which she im- 
mediately pledged in the bazar ; orshe hired 
in the bazar and pledged in the harems. 
Sometimes the jewels wore needed to deck 
herself and her slaves at a grand ceremony; 
semetimes she pretended a visit to the im- 
perial princesses, The prisoner also borrow- 
ed articles from people of the first rank,such 
as the wives of Essad and Huesin Beys, the 
daughters of the governor general of the 
yillayet of Hedjaz, and even from the daugh- 
ter of Muchir Safvet Pasha. The important 
element of this detail is her emphatic decla- 
ration that all of those great ladies either 
took money in the shape of interest, or act- 
ually ‘‘stood in’’ with her, receiving SP 
portion of the sums for which sho pledged 
their ornaments. In particular she alleged 
that the family of Muchir Safyet made a re- 
gular businoss of hiring out their jewels 
when he was from home.

One of the great scientists, S 
William Thompson, utilizes a small moun- 
tain stream to generate the electricity which 
lights his gallery and Professor Thompson 
declires that ‘a tenth part of the tidal en- 
ergy in the Valley of the Severn would light 
oyery city, and ‘another tenth would turn 
every loom, spindle and axle in Great Brit- 
ain,” If the experiments in storing elect 
city are as succeesful as they promise, there 
can be no question that the world is on the 
eyo of areyolution greater than that pro- 
duced by the steam engine, if not than that 
produced by the discovery of iron, 

Tho falls of Niagara can then be utilized 
for power, not only in the State of Now 
York, but throughout the Union, It isnot 
inconceivable, indeed, that by. the uso of 
submarine cables this saagmiticont water 
power, or some of the other powers which 
the United States boast,may bo sotto turn- 
ing tho spindlos and driving tho mills of the 
Old World as wellas the Now. 

It is impossible to grasp or realize all tho 
enormous possibilities locked up in the util 
ization of electricity as a transmitter of mo- 
tive power. If a tenth part of the tidal 
energy of tho Severn would turn every 
loom, spindlo and axlo in Great Britain, a 
tenth part of the tidal enorgy in the Bay Hi 
Fundy would drive all the machinery of the
